DAIRY HERD GAVE $2.12 
FOR $1 WORTH OF FRED 


AUBURN, Ala. The McLean- 
Stewart dairy herd of Montgom- 
ery County returned $2.12 worth 
of milk for each $1.00 worth of 
feed it consumed during Novem- 
ber this year, announces F. W. 
Burns, extension livestock special- 
ist, in reporting that the herd av- 
eraged 548 pounds of milk and 
30,2 pounds of butterfat. 

The second highest producing 
herd was owned by R. B. Kent, 
Birmingham, It averaged 548 
pounds of milk and 29.6 pounds 
of butterfat, 

“A study of dairy herd improve- 
ment association records made in 
Alabama on over 38,000 cows shows 
that cows that freshen in Septem- 
ber and October produce the most 
milk and butterfat and show the 
greatest returns over feed costs,” 
he advises, 

“Breeding cows to purebred bulls 
with plenty of production back of 
them is one of the cheapest and 
surest means we have of increas- 
ing production and lowering our 
feed cost per gallon of milk or 
pound of butterfat.”’ 

Forty-eight cows in the Ala- 
bama Cow ‘Testing Association 
were listed as “quality cows’ dur- 
ing November for producing over 
800 pounds of milk or 40 pounds 
of butterfat during the month,

KANSAS CAMPAIGNER 

HE state of Kansas is in the 

limelight this year because for 
the first time in history a nominee 
of one of the major parties comes 
from the Sunflower state. More- 
over, it has two candidates for the 
presidency—Gov. Alf. M. Landon 
heading the Republican ticket and 
Earl Browder of Wichita, the lead- 
er of the Communist party. 

This is not the first time, how- 
ever, that a Kansan has been a 
mominee. Back in 1884 there was 
another. He was John Pierce St. 
John, a native of Indiana, an ad- 
venturer in California in the gold 
rush days, a lawyer in Mlinois 
and a soldier in the Civil war, ris- 
ing to the rank of lieutenant-colonel 
of an Illinois volunteer regiment. 
After the war he moved to Mis- 
souri where he practiced law for a 
time and became noted as a politi- 
cal orator. In 1869 he moved to 
Kansas where he was to win his 
greatest renown. 

He served in the state senate in 
1873-4 but declmed re-election and 
in 1878 was elected governor by 
the Republican party, Re-elected 
in 1880, he won the Republican 
nomination for a third term in 1882 
but was defeated im the election. 

Always a pronounced enemy of 
the liquor traffic, St. John was 
nominated for President on the 
Prohibition ticket in 1884 and polled 
a total of 151,809 votes. This was 
20,000 more than the vote for But- 
ler, the candidate of the ‘‘Green- 
backers,’’ so that he was the ‘‘run- 
ner-up”’ in the rage between Cleve- 
land and Blaine. 

During his canvass for the presi- 
dency, St. John traveled extensively 
over the United States making 
speeches in behalf of the ‘dry’ 
cause. W fact, during his |! years 
of public life he is said to have 
hung up a record of travel exceed- 
ed by few candidates for office. 
He traveled more than 300,000 
miles by rail, during which time 
he never had an accident nor was 
sick a day and made a total of 
4,000 speeches, missing but four en- 
gagements in all that time.
